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\Va»hiO|rton, D. C, Dec.ftS.— 
The Supreme Cpurt todayf held 
war-time prohibition constitu- 
tional. The opinion was reftd by 
Associate Justice Brandcis, who 
said the government did nc^t ap- 
propriate liquor by stopping its 
domestic sale, as the way is left 
open for exporting it. 'The opin- 
ion declared the signing of the 

armistice did not abrogate the 
war powers of Congress, and it 
called attention to the continued 
control of the railroads and reas- 
sumption of powers by the gov- 
ernment i^elative to coal and sug- 
ar itnder war acts to show that 
the government continues to ex- 
ercise the various war powers de- 
spite the signing of the armistice. 

The court declared the consti- 
tutional prohibition nincndment 
is binding on the federal govern- 
ment as well as the states and i\x- 
per^tdes state laws. 

It , said there is no basis for the 
contention that President Wil-. 
•on'l statement in his message 
vetoing the prohibition enforce- 
ment act, that the war had come 
to an end, was a pr»)clamation an- 
nouncing the tcrmiiiation of the 
war. 

The court confined itself en- 
tirely to the war-time prohibition 
net j|md took no action on the so- 
calM beer cases, which attacked 
the constitutionality of the prohi- 
bition enforcement act. 

The opinion was on all cases 
from New York atid Kentucky, 
and was unanimous. In the 
Kentucky case injunctions were 
dissolved, restraining revenue of- 
ficitls from interfering writh the 
rerfioval from bond of about 70,- 
000,000 gallona of whisky, valued 
at approximately $75,000,000 held 
by the Kentucky Distilleries and 
Warehouse Company of Louis- 
ville. 

Thus vanished the hopes of 
many for a "wet" holiday time 
and added one of the final mile- 
stones to the long fight to make 
the country "dry.'' 

The constitutional prohibition 
amendment becomes effective 
January 16th. UntH then war 
time prohibition is expected to 
keep the country dry. 

C'onstitutionalit}' of the war- 
time prohibiton and the the pro- 
hibition enforemcnt taws was at- 
tacked in the Supreme Court in 
three different appeals, One was 
fro|n Kentucky. whc;re the . form- 
ers statute Was held invalid. Two 
came from New York where both 
acts were sustained. 

Besides the millions of dollars 
invested in brewery and distilling 
plants, the decision affects ap- 
proximately 60,000,000 gallons of 
whiskey valued alone at between 
$100,000,000 and $200,000,000, ac- 
co^ing to iiiternal revenue ofii- 
dm estimates. 

The cases of the Kefttucky Dis- 
tilleries and Warehouse Comi)a- 
ny, of l./)uisville, and Dryfoos, 
Bum & Company, of New York, 
w^re virtually identical and r; 
; suited' from efforts to compel, the 
ffo[vemment to release whiskey 
ir^m' bond. The third case, ar 
ai^eal of Jacob Ruppert, a brew- 
er of New York, involved aut|hor- 
ity under the acts to manufacture 
beer containing 2.75 per cent al- 
cohol. 

. In arguing tlie ca.«es before the 
Supreme Court on Nov. 20th and 
21dt, 1919; Elihu Root annd others 
appearing in oppositidn to the 
prohibition acts, contended that 
war-time prohibition was uncon- 
stitutional because Congress had 
no power to prohibit the sale of 
intoxicants within a state except 
under its war power which had 
ceased ; that the act conflicted 
with the Fifth constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the taking 
of private property without just 
compensation and that the war 
haid terminated, making the act 
obsolete and invalid. It was also 



contended that the Volstead law 
(the prohibition enforcement act) 
by fixing one half of one per cent 
as the maximum amoutit i f alco 
hoi in beverages, established a 
new standard for intoxicants. Mr. 
Root also contended that the con 
stitutional prohibition amendment 
allowed liquor dealers a "year of 
grace" to enable thcin to readjust 
their affairs to meet changed con- 
ditions but despite the amend 
ment, which he argued was virtu- 
ally a contract between Congress 
and the stetes, the liquor business 
had been constantly heckled with 
legislation by prohibitionists in 
congress seeking to advance the 
time for national prohibition. 

These contentious were gener- 
ally refuted by Solicitor (iencral 
King and V\'illiani L. Fricrson, as- 
sistant attorney general; appear 
ing on the government's behalf, 
who took the 'position that the 
prohibition act is still '.it'fuH force 
owing to the senate's delay in rat- 
ifying the peace treaty; that a 
state of war technically exists ; 
that national prohibition was ne- 
cessary for the winning of the 
war and the establishment later 
of normal peace conditions and 
that such legislation came within 
the war powers of congress. 

In declaring the war-time pro- 
hibition act unconstitutional, Fed- 
eral Judge Walter Evans in Lou- 
isville, held the act conflicted with 
the F'ifth amendment and enjoin- 
ed internal revenue oifuials from 
preventing the Kentucky Distil- 
leries and Warehouse Company 
from removing 'vhiskey for bev- 
erage purposes from its ware- 
houses. The act, however, was 
upheld in tiM ..DjTV^f'QOS case by 
the Federal dftstrtet totlft in New 
York which dismissed proceed- 
ings brought to enable the com- 
pany to withdraw a small c|uanti- 
ty of distilled spirits from bond. 

The Kentudcy case was decided 
by the lower court on Oct. 27 and 
the New York cases on Nov. 14th 
and all were immediately appeal- 
ed. 'About 18 months would have 
been required for them to make 
their way thro the Supreme Court 
docket for argument h.id not the 
court upon moticm of both sides, 
igreed to expedite tlu ir consider- 
ation owing to the short time 
elapsing before national constitu- 
tional prohibition becomes effect- 
ive in January.

The Southern Regional Coal Com- 
mittee is glad ,to b^ able to announce 
a general relaxatii^ of the re«ti<ct- 
ions upon the use fuel ^hieh the 
people of the Soifth have observed so 
loyally dnrlnc the Crisis bmni^t on 
by the coal fttiners'^strike. Upon re- 
ceipt pf Che liiMiMsaty antbori- 
thbrity.from the Oflral Committee at 
Washington, the allowing instincts 
ions were sent toni^t to the railroad 
oincials in chail^ wthe eonsorvation 
program: % 

"All restrictions^ upon hours of 
operation and busiiMess of industries, 
scores, office buildliiiKS, etc., imposed 
by fuel conservation regulations an- 
nounced on November SOtii and by 
subsequent modiflea^ons and addi- 
tions hereto, jtrc Hereby suspended 
until further notice. Full informa- 
tion will be given to the newspapera 
and press associations but you should 
see that all your officials and local 
agents are advised promptly of this 
notice. Formal nfticis should be given 
pr.iticularly to thS^4iCayoF or other 
chief local public biScers who have 
been cO-operating In^ enforcement of 
the regulations. 

"Immediate suspepsion of the reg- 
ul.'.tions is possible liecause of the in- 
creased coal production in the Region 
and is desirable because of the neces- 
sity 'for rotumiag. aA|>ty cars quickly 
to the mines for reloading. The re- 
laxation of nwndatory' i eonservation 
measures mini niot be ceastrued as 
indicating tiia^ coal^ is going to be 
plentiful ttiis winter. Until produc- 
tion becomes normal throughout all 
the country's coal fields and norma! 
reserves accumulated • by consumer.- 
it lis vitally neces.sary that coal h" 
consoi-vod in every way possible. It 
will be necessary to continue con- 
sci"v.<»tion because of the loss in pro- 
duction of between thirty and tl^i'ty- 
five million tons duiing' the attike. 
For the present, the testriction limit- 
ing deliveries by retail eoal dealers to 
one ton per household remains in ef- 
fect.

Prompt place- 
ment for unloading of cars on. hand 
at destination consigned to consumers 
in all of the seven classes referred to 
;ihould be ma^e, except where it may 
be necessary to hold cars from con- 
sumers in the sixth and seventh
